In an address before the Edmonton 
hoard of trade recently, Mr. Smith, 
general manager o fthe EF and ‘1b. 
Cc. railway, replied to nplaints 
which had been received against the 
company by settlers in the matter of 
tariffs. Mr. Smith, at that) 
time, set out the difficulties which be- 
set the company in this conection, but 
said that the matter of a revision of 
tariffs was now under their consider- 
ation. In compliance with this prom- 
ise, Mr. Smith has forwarded a com- 
munication to the board of trade, set- 
ting out a new tariff schedule, which 
covers nearly everything the people 
of that part of the country will have 
to ship. 

The new schedule provides a mat- 
erial decrease in freight rates on 
nearly all kinds of farm produce, The 
rates are based on transportation 
from High Prairie to Hdmonton, and 
for the nearer points will be propor- 
tionately less. The new tariff covers 
grain, eattle and hogs, horses, hay 
and straw, posts and poles and vege- 
tables,

cents, the new rate will be 141

| Again the streets of Edmonton 
lare filled with men wearing the 
‘badge of loyalty, devotion and 
sacrifice, Already, in less than 
two weeks, over 1200 men have 
responded to this latest call for 
‘service to empire ana liberty ; 
and there is every indication that 
in a very short time the full re. 
quirement of 2,200 men will be se- 


cured, This will bring the total 
enlistments in’ Edmonton to a 
number well over 7,000, It is 


doubtful if any other part of Can. 
ada has made a more hearty res- 
ponse to the call of patriotism 
than Northern Alberta, from 
Whence these muinbers have been 
drawn, Three hundred men were 
reeruited for the Princess Pats in 
jless than a week of August last, 
The 19th Dragoons was tha first 
volunteer mounted toree accepted 
for foreign service, The 101st Fu- 
'siliers went to Valeartier 250 over 
strength. A draft of 200 was 
needed to fill up a Quebee city re- 
giment, and was recruited and 
sent forward in less than 24 hours, 
‘Besides the three infantry regi 
ments already organized and the 
two now being enlisted, numerous 
drafts have been sent to augment 
other infantry forces; and both 
cavalry and artillery have been 
reertited at Edmonton to be at 
tached to headquarters elsewhere, 
Service has been given without 
stint and without question. 

The troops already in the field 
jhave done credit. to themselves, 
(their country and its cause; and 
‘have paid the price of valor and 
devotion as the ever lengthening 
casualty lists tell from day to day. 
While it) is terrible to see the 
‘youth and vigor of our country 
rallying to the call and marching, 
jaway in thousand after thousand 
to a battlefield of horrors such as 
the mind of man never before eon- 
ceived, it would be still more ter- 
rible if, when the liberty of the 
world is in danger, they did not 
respond, ree civilization, as we 
understand it, is undergoing trial 
as by fire, Whether it shall sur. 
vive or not depends upon the spir- 
it in whieh our péople—young 
and old, rich and poor, men and 
women—meet the crisis, 

When war declared and 
shouting thousands paraded the 
streets with music and banners, if 
any part of the enthusiasm could 
possibly have been aseribed to a 
lack of appreciation of the terri- 
ble fagts, that is not the case to- 
day. The war has been going on 
for nearly a year, In all partien- 
lars it has more than realized the 
utmost fears as to destrve 
tion of human life—and the end 
is not in sight. The men who are 
enlisting now in the face of the 
known faets, can only be doing so 
from a sense of devotion to duty ; 
a willingness to take the part that 
properly belongs to the Voung and 
able-bodied men of the nation to 
protect its integrity and honor 
with their lives,
